while the generous, sensible men, __H 

accept the situation and make the bent of it, are 
fast getting upon their feet, and likely soon to 
become the leading spirits of the country if pro¬ 
perly protected in their efforts. In thr hands of 
such men, I believe the interests of the freedmen 
far safer than in those of most of the adventurer's 
who come from good old Yankee tend, though a 
native of New England myself, and every drop of 
blood in my veinB is Radical. For these generous, 
upright planters, and tbe numerous freedmen de¬ 
pendent upon them for wages, I feel a deep interest. 
and I leg of you to do your utmost for their pro¬ 
tection by your voice and vote, and your influence 
with your fellow-legislators. On these prolific 
lands, with the interest well protected by an 
adequate duty on foreign sugars and an equivalent 
duty on imported molasses (and also the internal 
revenue tax, now so burdensome, removed soon as 
the government can afford iti, is tb* favored terri- 
1 —- above all others m wfilch to make tha fro,si 
an example and the free labor experiment a 
glonous success. This is a golden opportunity, 
and one which the friends of freedom cannot afford 
to neglect. One intelligent planter remarked to me 
when walking over his sugar lands, “that he 
should hide behind the negro and accept his fate; ” 
and again, "that I was an Abolitionist from prin¬ 
ciple, he from policy,” etc. This furnishes the 
key to the situation. Yon could not, if you would, 
crush the Louisiana sugar planters without de¬ 
stroying the freedmen. Then, os the plantations 
are more generally and fully cultivated, the mere 
competition for laborers will force the reluctant 
to seek the confidence and friendship of the freed- 
men. While planters, on tho comparatively un¬ 
productive lands of Virginia, parts of Georgia, the 
Carolina*, etc., cairafford to pay but little for labor, 
and feel indifiereut about retaining the freedmen 
among them, tbe sugar planters of this Slate can, 
if well protected by Congress, afford to pay good 
wages, and one of the chief concern* ou the part 
of many already is in regard to securing a sufficient 
force of laborers. Some of the *ost liberal 
planters are giving their laborers a share of the 
crop, or its net proceeds when sdld, advancing 
them whatever they are obliged to have during its 
production. 

Offering you as an apology for this long letter 
mv great anxiety to see the free labor sweets of 
this country well protected against competition 
with the slave labor product of other countries 
and again urging your best efforts in behalf ot 
this interest, I am most indy, sir, your obedient 
servant.
